serious concern to the state police 
and city and county law enforce- 
ment officers. 


The Arkansas press 
also has 


been puzzled by the upswing in the 
state's death toll that came in the 
week just following the nationwide 
publicity given the nation's 
one- 


millionth traffic victim since gaso- 
line-powered vchcles first made 
their appearance in America. 


The United Press asked Police 


Director Herman Lindsey if publi- 
city was proving of any value ir» 
combatting the traffic toll in view 
of the fact that the deaths are oc- 
curring more frequently 
despite 


adequate warnings by the press. 


"We feel publicity always helps 


and that the toll would have beer 
still higher in 1951 if there had 
been less publicity on the 
prolj 


lem." Lindsey said. He was re-fur 
ring to the fact that the Arkansab 
toll in 1951 was the second highcs 
in history with 428 fatalities. 


Lindsey and his chief safety of 


ficer. Set. Mack Thompson, listed 
four principal causes o£ traffic ac 
cidents In Arkansas: 


1—Drunken driving. 
2—Failure to keep a proper dis- 


tance between vehicles. 


3.—Carelessness in passing ve- 
hicles. 


4—Speeding. 
Lindsey said many accidents arc- 


caused by drivers who insist onj 
following other vehicles too closely! 
and being unable to avoid accidents j 
brought on by sudden stops, chang- 
es in direction and swerving. Fail-i 
ure to keep the 
proper 
distance-!

gelling as close as possible to the I 
cunterline of highways when meet- i 
ing vehicles coming from the op-' 
posite direction, Lindsey added.1 


Improper 
passing a l s o 
has 


caused highway tragedies, he said. 


"Motorists have to learn to be 


sure the leftband lane is entirely 
clear for a long distance ahead 
before trying to pass," he declared. 


Drunken d r i v e r s undoubtedly 


cause a large share ot traffic ac- 
cidents, Lindsey added. 


Thompson pointed out that it was 


difficult to determine exactly how 
many accident are caused by 


because of 


fuges used by drunken drivers in 
an attempt to prove they were not 
intoxicated. 


"And it's difficult, also, to de- 


termine just whether a driver in- 
volved in an accident actually was 
drunk," Thompson added. 


The state police have- taken defi- 


nite action to cut down on viola- 
tion of speed laws by inaugurating 
the use of unmarked cars, 


There now are 28 ot them in 


operation, and Lindsey says the 
practice will be continued through- 
out 1952. The department started 
using the curs llist 
October.
